GROWING SILVKK SK.NTIMJENT. 


CHANDLER'S SCHEME. 


The British Consul General to Mex-' 


ico has returned after a three months' 
viait to England. He says the general 
impression in London seem 4 to be that 
silver has touched bottom and that a 
gradual improvement may be looked 
for. 
He thinks the price of fcilver in 


future must be determined by the cost 
of production. He Bays there are very 
few people in England who pretend to 
understand the silver question, but 
there seems to be a growing sentiment 
in favor of the doable standard. This 
is especially the case among those hav- 
ing dealings with India and China. 


England admits that the closing of 


the mints in India against the coinage 
of silver on private account has not ac- 
complished the intended purpose. It 
baa riot benefited the country finan- 
cially, or in any way. The repeal of the 
Sherman purchase act by Congress has 
not brought about the results the advo- 
cates of tho measure predicted. The 
gold men, of course, will not admit that 
fact, but the pe j ' •> generally know 
that it is so, neve. i._sless. There are 
more persons out of employment to- 
day than there werewho.i the Govern- 
ment was purchasing 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver monthly and the mints wera 
coining more or less of that amoiuut. 


It was nonsensical to attribute the 


great business depression of the last 
six mouths to the expenditure of about 
$3,000,000 a. month by the Government 
in the purchase of silver bullion. A 
great country like the United States 
could issue three million dollars a 
month L.nd cast them into the Atlantic 
or Pacific Oceans without creating 
such a financial panic as existed in 
July, August and September. The 
purchase of buJlion did not throw tens 
of thousands out of employment. It 
did not reduce the revenues of the 
Government $30,000,000 below the ex- 
penditures in six months. Neither did 
it close several of the iron mines of 
Michigan and Pennsylvania, as well 
as many of tho silver mines of Colo- 
rado, Montana, Idaho and Nevada. The 
low price of bilver had doubtless much 
to cJo with creating the business de- 
pression, but the purchase of silver 
bullion was certainly not the cause of 
it.

WASHINGTON, December 27.—Senator 


Chandler (Eep.) of New Hampshire, is 
about to come forward with a scheme 
looking to ths retaonetization of silver. 
The Senator proposes very radical 
methods in bringing this about. He 
contemplates tho introduction in the 
Senate after its reconvening Monday, 
of a resolution which he will advocate 
asking the United States to invite all 
countries of the -wi-ld—eastern, west- 
era, northern and southern—to attend 
a monetary oonference. A new feature 
of the propoaod conference is that il 
shall not bf : cr-flned to European gold 
(•standard countries, but shall include 
South America and oriental silver 
standard countries as well. Moreover 
invitations to tL.a conference are to 
contain the declarations! of the United 
States that the purpose of the confer- 
ence shall be the establishment anc 
maintenance of an international ratio, 
with the specific declaration added thai 
f such ratio cannot be agreed upon, il 
will be the purpose of the United States 
o adopt a single standard and that 
standard not gold, but silver. By tak 
ng this extreme position, not as yet 
advocated in Congress, even by radical 
silver men, Chandler thinks the hands 
of the gold-standard countries not now 
;rading extensively with the western 
world can be forced.

The 
J^^ BNAL exchanges with every news- 
pup,", published in Nevada and not one 
of l1 om itivor the scheme. 
The fact is 


the newspapers of tho State are opposed 
to making Nevada tho tail end of a 
Mormon State, as it certainly would be 
in a few years if annexed to Utah. The 
truth is the people of Nevada, judging 
by the newspapers, are opposed to the 
annexation of Utah, and the people of 
Utah are also against the union of the 
State and Territory. 


A bill for the admission of Utah, in- 


dependent of Nevada, hag passed the 
House of Eepresetitatives. Tn the Sen- 
ate Proctor of Vermont has introduced 
a bilV to annex Utah to Nevada. This 
is said to be a goldbug measure to pro1 
vent the silver men from acquiring 
more strength in the Senate. If that 
bill becomes a law it will be by gold- 
bug votes. That, howaver, will not con- 
summate the union, ns the constitution 
of Nevada would have to be amended 
before the Territory could be annexed 
and that cannot be accomplished unless 
a majority of the qualified electors of 
Nevada favor it. 


The Enterprise need have no fears of 


the annexation of Utah unless a ma- 
jority of the people of the Stale favor 
it, no matter what action Congress may 
take, and if it will read Nevivla news- 
papers it will discover that not one o1 
them is at all anxious to have Utah 
attached to Nevada.

It is stated that Senator Chandler of 


New Hampshire contemplates the in- 
troduction of a resolution inviting &l'. 
the nations of the world to attend a 
monetary conference for the purpose 
of establishing an international ratio 
between gold and silver. If such ratio 
cannot be agreed upon then the United 
States is to adopt the silver standard 
that is, put the country on a silver 
basis. 


There is nothing new in this propo- 


sition. Senator Stewart introduced a 
bill at the special session of Congress 
which provided for an Internationa 
monetary congress and the adoption 
of a uniform system of coinage by al 
the American republics, 
including 


Uayti and Santa Domingo. It was con- 
ceded by everybody, except the gold- 
brgs, that a system of coinage such as 
the bill contemplated would do more 
to promote trade and commerce be- 
tween American nations than all the 
reciprocity treaties yet conceived ol 
but as it was intended to benefit silver, 
and the special session of Congress 
was not called to do that, no action 
•was taken on the proposition.

the House, with a possibility of Okla- 
homa, eliminates the above Territories 
to the Union provoked earnest discus- 
sion on both aides of the House. 
It 


means six more silver Senators and the j 
strengthening of Silver sentiment in j 
the upper House. Some of the argu- , 
menta of the Easterner in Congress , 
while amusing were most provoking to ! 
the men familiar with the west and 
its und eveloped wealth. The West 
contains the raw meterials to-day that 
must furnish the world with meterial 
upon which man is to expend his in- 
ventive genius. Men who have lived 
all their days in the East count popu- 
lation and not undeveloped wealth a 
criterion upon which to entitle the 
Territories to admission. 
The Senate 


wiJl hardly hesitate to pass all f;ho ad- 
mission bills in short order and it is 
rumored that Oklahoma would be 
tacked on to the Utah bill when it re- 
turns to the House. 


CBmOISINO NEVADA. 


In all tlie discussions in relation to 


these Territories the State of Nevada 
has come in for a big slice of criticism.

tance, not only to the people in the 
State, but especially to the young men 
whose future must be closely interwoven 
with the State and its progress.

85 Swedish girls assembled in Parson 
Larson's church for the expected ascent. 


They knew not the hour, but they were 


certain the event was to occur, and they 
waited patiently and reverently for it. 


All day long and far into the night 


they sat in prayer waiting to be called 
away, but the call never came. Tired 
out at last, they left the church a disap- 
pointed company, but still firm in the 
faith that they would yet be called to 
heaven at no distant day.
